LAZ PARKING’S RESPONSE
TO COMED’S MOTION TO STRIKE
PORTIONS OF LAZ PARKING’S POSITION STATEMENT

ComEd complains, but it holds the key to its own
prison cell: if ComEd ever stops re-litigating its Rule 216 judicial admissions, then LAZ Parking
won’t need to cite those cases again. For ComEd to claim now that it is shocked (shocked!) that
LAZ Parking would refer to them yet again is disingenuous at best.
